who have to live in tho corrupted M literary" world and a decent, honest, competent 
lawyer I’d file an injunction egainst them. Sometime soon such a thing has to be aired, 
and I’m willing for it to he now. 

^one of this was on my ^sind. Ufcst was is on it kept mo faroji worldng. I’ve been 
much troubled this week by tho whole story of the coming TV specie!. It makes sense 

only in u vory bad way, N 0 nc of the thing 3 thit were supposed to huppen-not ons-has 

hhppened. Then suddenly Seuvage is there, without even a phdue c^ll to let mo know, 
end I’m told we’re to gst together before the provis7/ to " sot tho ground rules”. He 
came late and eliminate] the possibility of that. The press conference at the end was 
going well when it wn3 ended by ?. 7 srk Lyons (v.ho is haying Sauvafce on his show and was to 

have me to plug this show and didn’t). The program they were to havo on their own 

radio station in Baltimore, where I’ve been w&kco:n3, sc welcome I ur.tmged tha plugs 
before they had o chance to, even this has not happened.

Sunday I wrote without reference to the taping I'd seen and mode a special trip to 
town (rathor Saturday, I think} dsnanding the immediate return of the ms by ape cial 
handling, ^o response. Yesterday Dick Viholen, at my suggestion, sake i Mika M 0 oney to 
get a copy^of the unedited transcript (which they nBde right off the bat end told ms 
they had). This was three 6’clock or thereabouts. Dick phoned mo this afternoon close 
to 3:30 and seid h^ had e c^py, but of the edited tops only, 7212?? had gotten it to 
phoney who had gotten it down here end to '.Vhalen in less then 24 hours. Tho unedited 
transcripts seem to be scares. Dick is going to osk fer one personally. I wish you 
could get me one. I aurpect they will not/ not exist.
